Winding down war 


Nixon bombs

I rolled out ot bed, rubbing my 
eyes from not quite enough 
sleep, stumbling out for my first 
cup of morning coffee and a 
look at the newspaper. There it 
was, sprawled across the 
Chronicle, ‘“‘NIXON MINES 
PORTS.” I still felt as if | was in 
the middle of a dream, and that 
Richard Nixon wasn’t president, 
but only Lyndon Johnson with a 
hangover 

But alas, I slurped down a 
couple of gulps of coffee and 
came to the realization that this 
madman in the White House is 
indeed the president of this 
country. 

I watched, and listened with 
utter horror as Nixon delineated 
his latest clicking noises from 
the key attached to the 
mechanical monstor deployed in 
winding down the war 

[ pondered, looking over my 
shoulder for the presence of a 
raven, and, ah yes, I was 
somewhat weak and weary, not 
to mention disgusted, at the 
“ultimatum,” the newest page of 
the book of rhetoric, the one 
written and designed for 
reelection, the gospel according 
to Henry Kissinger, and such 
statements as “An American 
defeat would encourage this 
kind of aggression all over the 
world, and would place world 
peace in grave jeopardy.” 

As my jaw. slackened with 
disbelief, | began to scratch my 
head at, “by simply getting out 
we would only worsen the 
bloodshed. By relying solely on 
negotiations we would only give 
an intransigent enemy the time 
he needs to press his aggression 
on the battlefield. There is only 
one way to stop the killing, and 
that is to keep the weapons of 
war out of the hands of the 
international outlaws of North 
Vietnam.” 

With this Marshal Nixon 
strapped on his B-52’s and laid 
down the law, telling us just how 
it was to be done. 

“All entrances to North 
Vietnamese ports will be mined 
to prevent access to these ports 
and North Vietnamese naval 
operations from these ports.” 

Flashing on pages from history 
books I recalled a similar kind of 
action by Imperial Germany 
when a U boat attacked an 
American ship in the middle of 
the Atlantic and how slightly 
enraged we were at the attack. 
But the flash was reinforced 
with “United States forces have 
been directed to take 
appropriate measures within the 
internal and claimed territorial 
waters of North Vietnam to 
interdict the delivery of 
supplies.” Then to keep the 
madness flowing, “Rail and all 
other communications will be 
cut off to the maximum extent 
possible,” and “Air and naval 
strikes against military targets in 
North Vietnam will continue.”

Then continuing in the 
befitting role of Marshal Nixon 
he gave the “outlaws” “three 
daylight periods” to get out of 
town, or so to speak. Because at 
the end of three days U.S. forces 
{a posse?) will mine Haiphong 
harbor. 

But at the end of the speech 
that mythical raven became not 
so mythical as Marshal Nixon 
said, “You want peace. I want 
peace. But you also want honor 
and not defeat. You want a 
genuine peace, not a peace that 
is merely a prelude to another 
war.” 

With this Nixon stopped 
scowling at me, and | quit 
grimacing at every word I| heard 
and I set out into the world to 
be at the receiving end of the 
rolling opinion on the tip of 
every tongue 

The presidential candidates 
were the first to come through, 
Hubert with a “By Golly,” and 
McGovern and the “threat of 
World War III.’ Both of them 
sounding like they were doing 
the same thing Marshal Nixon is 
doing, something like running 
for office. In short their rhetoric 
was no different than Nixon's 
empty hollow noise 

From there | found amazement 
how much the “Cold War 
mentality” still existed in the 
minds of America. Though the 
threat might be more imminent 
than I think, I was surprised at 
the prevalent thought of World 
War Itt. Even with Nixon's 
extremities of imperialism full 
scale war is unlikely. But a 
heavier military explosion in 
Southeast Asia, and an obvious 
re-escalation (some debate if we 
ever stopped) is rightly of 
concern. 

The most interesting analogy 
that this is Nixon’s “Cuban 
Missile Crisis.” I tend to refute 
this theory, as we have been in 
Southeast Asia fighting a war 
that we said we would like to 
come to some peace, but that 
our solution to bringing it about 
peace and a ‘“‘democratic 
government” in Southeast Asia 
is to bomb the hell out of North 
Vietnam, pretend we are 
negotiating in Paris, suppost a 
right-wing oppressive military 
dictatorship in South Vietnam 
and tell the American people we 
are trying to protect it. 

In addition to all of those 
goodies, we have had continued 
military operations for a number 
of years now in Laos, Cambodia, 
and Thailand, not to mention 
South Vietnam, and probably 
North Vietnam too. We seem to 
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be pursuing a course cf we are 
going to have peace in Southeast 
Asia if we have to kill everyone 
of its inhabitants and a good 
many of our own who we have 
sent over to Southeast Asia to 
help kill all of the ones there, 
and then we get upset, and claim 
“dirty pool” when they protect 
themselves, or take advantage of 
every thing they have got to 
have what would seem to be a 
government of their own 
choosing, one that perhaps was 
honest, not based on corruption 
and drug traffiking . 

While I am _ journalistically 
beating on things, there is the 
Nixon 1968 Secret Plan to end 
the war, or do I really need to 
say anything. I didn’t believe, or 
trust him then, so sensibly |! 
shouldn’t now 

When I come right down to 
“*brass tacks” I really don’t 
believe anyone. | am _ very 
inclined to think that Nixon is 
intent on “winning the war,” 
not “getting out,” and that he is 
not stupid, just intelligent 
madman, most unfortunately for 
the desires of the American 
people, at the head of the 
military machine that more 
often than not, in conjunction 
With corporate capitalism, 
running the country as they see 
fit. At this point in history, you 
probably don’t need to be told 
about it, because you are like me 
and too fully aware of the 
insanity that persists everywhere 
around you. 

Maybe the war toy industry 
made a walking duck for Nixon 
with a key windup that while he 
held discussions on ending the 
war he watched the key on the 
toy wind down. Could we, 
maybe. take the batteries out of 


his toy scale model B-52?

“Channel 6...Where the 
Auction Is!" the 1972 KVIE 
Auction~ begins Sunday, May 14 
and will run for the entire week 
until all merchandise is sold. The 
Auction will run from § p.m. til 
midnight on Sunday, 6 p.m. til 
midnight Monday through 
Friday, and from 5 p.m. tii late 
on Saturday and Sunday (May 
20 and 21) 

Items are solicited from 
Sacramento area merchants. It 


takes months of intensive 
effort from hundreds of 
volunteers-just to make the 
contacts and secure the 


merchandise that will be 
auctioned. Merchandise can be 
donated up to the last minutes 
of the Auction itself, and usually 
a great many items come 
pouring in during Auction Week 

The merchandise is stored in 
the KVIE warehouse, adjacent 
to the studio. Special cages were 
constructed this year by Marine 
Seabees to safeguard the 
valuable booty 

During the Auction, items are 
displayed in “auction groups” 
and put up for bid. Guest stars, 
celebrities politicians, radio and 


TV personalities, and local 
Citizgenus act oo 
Auctioneers...announcing each 


item and its donor, spurring the 
viewers into action, and calling 
the bids as they come in 

Viewers can bid on an item by 
dialing (916) 444-7000. A bank 
of 35 volunteer telephone 
bid-takers record each bid as it 
comes in. Most items are open 
for bidding for about fifteen 
minutes. When the bidding is 
closed by the Auctioneer, the 
highest bidder wins the item 

Other volunteers piace 
immediate conformation calls to 
winning bidders, and the new 
owners are asked to pick-up and 
pay for their item at the station 
within 24 hours.

In the first year of KVIE’s 
life-1959-a 72-hour telethon 
of local talent was held to raise 
funds for the financially 
Struggling infant.

Sacramento the shooting of 
Officer Bernard Bennett, the 
arrest and trial of the Oak Park 
Four, and the disturbances two

As an aftermath to these 
types of explosive situations, 
Congress passed the Safe Streets 
Crime Act , to provide financial 
assistance in initiating new, 


workable solutions to 
community problems. In 1970 
the Sacramento Police 


Department received a $150,000 
federal grant to inplement a 
police department community 
relations program. The program 
was intended to strengthen 
police-community cooperation 
and understanding through the 
addition of 10 Community 
Service Officers. The Officers 
were to work specifically in 
low-income or Black areas such 
as Del Paso Heights or Oak Park 
(Contact and work with various 
neighborhood = groups, civic, 
service and youth organizations 
to. provide a medium of 
exchange of ideas between law 
enforcement and _ individuals 
from various racial, cultural, and 
economic backgrounds. "’)

They try and bring people 
together and better the image of 
the Police Department.” 

There are nine _ officers 
working in Community Service 
They are all college students and 
their prime intent is to become 
policemen. “Basically we have a 
cadet program. Thet’s what it 
boils down to, "explains Brazil 
The Community Service Officers 
are not sworn personne! and are 
not armed. Their power is the 
same as a normal citizen's. They 
take part in arrests and minor 
reports learning routine 
Investigation procedures 
Another function is to. take 
complaints from people in the 
community and refer them to 
the right source 

“Towing abancioned cars is a 
community service that the 
Officers can perform”, says the 
Acting-Sergeant. “A CSO can 
take time to help and notify a 
person that if you don’t move 
your car it will be towed away.’ 

Acting-Sergeant Brazil was 
very patient as he ran down the 
structure of the SCO Program.

He took time to elaborate and 
clarify each detail. What was 
even more interesting was the 
very strange tie with a Peace sign 
tie tack that he was wearing. The 
wide colorful tie, commonly 
found among. business and 
Professional men, had no knot at 
the collar. This fact remained a 
puzziement throughout our 
entire conversation. On his wrist 
he had a wide leather watch 
band, to help keep time 

“Having the Oak Park Center, 
in that high problem area, is a 
convenience,” said Brazil. He 
was referring to the police 
station, under the label 
“Community Relations Office,” 
out of which the Community 
Service Officers work. The 








building is located on 35th 
Street in the heart of Oak Park. 
Many people in the community 
find this building offensive. In 
fact, many people find many 
things about the Community 
Service Program 
Offensive.- But the 
Acting-Sergeant at Headquarters, 
gazing with a not-quite-wide-a- 
wake expression, said, “We 
admit our downfalls and try to 
better it. If people find 
something wrong we check it 
out.” 

Although one or two CSP:s 
patrol on foot the area they 
cover, most ride in cars. The 
CSO’s wear an official uniform 
which marks them apart from 
the regular police officers 
“People recognize the uniform 
and feel freer to talk to the 
Officers when they know who 
they are,” said Brazil, not 
wearing a uniform himslef. The 
CSO’s usually don’t work nights 
as they are college students and 
must go to school 

“Totally and completely 
successful 100° effective,” 
Acting-Sergeant Braz il had said 
He didn’t sound like he had 
convinced himself yet of that 
Statement, but I could see he 
was willing to defend it. This 
was the official stand at Police 
Headquarters, it seems 


The 35th Street Barber Shop 
in Oak Park is a busy place. It’s 
tucked away, almost hidden by 
colossal Crocker Bank, the 
all-brick building next door 
Across the street, point blank, 
sits the Community Relations 
Office of the Sacramento City 


Police Department; until 
recently encased in bullet-proof 
metal windows. There are 


constantly at least two or three 
patrol cars parked in front of the 
CRO, with Guns and Uniforms 
coming and going.

Finally, after many clashes, 
Larry McNaky was fired for 
charges ranging from refusing to 
cut his hair and mustache to 
insubordination and being 
uncooperative. The Oak Park 
community, viewing McNally’s 
firing as a malicious act to one 
of the concerned and involved 
members of the community, 
responded in force and number 
to support him. This 
overwhelming support, along 
with the fact that the charges 
were obviously unfair, forced 
the Police Department to rehire 
McNally. 

But there are problems for a 
young Black CSO other than just 
from the Police Headquarters 
side. For an Officer that feels 
the answer lies in representing 
both the police and community, 
who feels that the CSO Program 
1s a good concept though not 
taken to it’s fullest extent? 
there’s another side 

Larry explains, 
ain't really going to 
working for the Man.
